Postpones Decision On Taking 


Pictures In Court Corridors 


PHILADELPHIA (^— The still- 
ucresolved question of a court’s 
ri^ it to limit taking of pictures 
in its hallways goes back to the 
) 
U. S. District Court in western 
Pennsylvania for more argument 
Monday. 
The U* S. Third Circuit Court of 
Appeals here yesterday refused to 
set aside the District Court’s tem- j 
porarv restraining order of Tues- ; 
day permitting newspaper photog­ 
raphers to take pictures in the 
corridors of the courthouse—but not j 
hi the courtroom. The Appellate 
Court in effect merely postponed 
decision on the controversial ques­ 
tion. 
In an oral opinion by Judge Al­ 
bert B. Maris, supported by Judges I 
William H. Hastie and Gerald Mc- J 
Lauglin, the court ruled that the 
temporary restraining order 'is not 
appealable at this time. It will be- j 
come 
appealable 
after 
Monday i 
when argument and decision is 
made on the request for a perm a­ 
nent injunction.” 
Banned From Courtroom 
The question of picture taking 
arose in connection with the current 
trial of John Wesley Wable. ac­ 
cused of slaying two truck drivers 
on the Pennsylvania Turnpike. The 
trial is being held in the West­ 
moreland County Courthouse 
at 
Greensburg, Pa. 
The three Judges of the County 
Court had banned all picture taking 
in the courthouse building or ad­ 
joining jail. 
The Greensburg Tribune-Review 
Newspaper challenged the court 
edict on the grounds it violated 
freedom of the press under the 
14th amendment to the U. S. Odl- 
-stltution. The newspaper sought an 
obtained the temporary restraining 
order from U. S. District Judge 
Wallace S. Gourley. The federal 
judge 
stipulated, 
however, 
that 
photographers had to obtain written 
permission of those tljfy wished to 
photograph before taking any pic­ 
tures. 
The order was served on West­ 
moreland County Sheriff Howard 
Thomas. 
Appealed To Court 
Thomas’ attorney, Paul K 
Mc­ 
Cormick. asked the Appellate Court 
to set aside the order. 
McCormick questioned the Juris­ 
diction of the District Court In the 
case, but the Circuit Court ruled 
that "under the federal statutes, 
here is a broad general Jurisdic­ 
tion for Federal District Court to 
act in case involving constitution 
questions concerning freedom of the 
press.” 
Though the basic question was 
left unsettled, the hour-long hear­ 
ing ranged far over the inter­ 


relation of juridical and journalis­ 
tic principles. 
Fred Trescher, attorney for the 
Greensburg newspapers, told the 
judges that "the press regards this 
case as a fundamental right of 
freedom of speech.” 
When Judge Hastie asked, "What 
kind of irreparable damage would 
a newspaper suffer that it was 
necessary for them to seek an 
immediate restraining o r d e r?’” j 
Trescher replied: 
Soon Become Old 
"Newsworthiness is a fleeting 
thing. Witnesses who appear one 
day are not in the news the next. I 
It is important that we put pic­ 
tures of a principal individual in 
the public press on the day that he 
makes the news, not the next day, 
or a week, or a month later. A 
person loses the right of privacy 
w’hen he gets into a public proceed­ 
ing and the public has the right 
to be informed what is happening 
at a public trial.” 
McCormick, 
in his argument, 
stated: 
"Picture taking is not an asbolute 
right under the constitution. It is 
a restricted right . . . certainly 
persons involved in a criminal pro­ 
ceeding have the right to be pro­ 
tected by the courts. 
‘‘The 
newspapers 
call 
picture 
taking the legimtimate right to col­ 
lect news . . . The County Court 
order has not denied the right of 
publishing news of the trial . . . 
however, the court had merely said 
that at certain times, at certain 
places, you cannot take pictures. 
These are limitations only of time 
and place.” 
, 
* 
"We contend the County Court 
order is a proper exercise of the 
police power of our court," Mc­ 
Cormick said.

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Engineers Tried In Vain To Get Gold Or Copper 


From Mine Near Hunterstown; Used Rock Roads 


Hunterstown, which almost be­ 
came the Adams County seat when 
the county was founded 154 years 
ago, also enjoys the distinction of 
being the only town in the county 
with streets “paved with gold.” 
Martin Harman. Lincoln Square, 
can give the details. He was foreman 
and one of the owners of the mine 
that produced the “gold” and the 
copper for which the Reliance M in­ 
ing and Milling Co., Inc., was dig­ 
ging. 
* 
The gold and copper mine was 
started about 1905 and was in ex­ 
istence about 
two years, during 
which tons of rock were removed. 
Most of the rock was crushed by 
huge machines installed in large 
building near the face of the mine. 
Tile mine was 245 feet in depth, 
running into the earth on a 35 de­ 
gree angle.

The company failed twice. H ar­ 
man recalls that Erb. a mining en­ 
gineer, first opened the mine, about 
a half mile north of Hunterstown 
on the John Little property, about 
1885. Some quantities of rock were 
removed and sent to a firm near 
Dillsburg to be processed. But tile 
Dillsburg firm failed about th at time 
and so nothing further was done 
about the Hunterstown mine. 
Made Second Attempt 
Twenty years later Erb returned 
to Hunterstown, this time to form 
the Reliance Co. About $75,000 In 
stock was sold. Mr. Harman, as fore­ 
m an of the mine, purchased some 
of the stock. He still retains the 
beautifully engraved certificate. 
The Reliance Co. was incorporated 
under the laws of tile Territory of 
Arizona on November 28, 1905, with 
$250,000 worth of capital stock. M. 
L. Davis, of Lancaster, was the 
president. 
When the mine resumed opera­ 
tions, about 1905. a force of some 20 
men was engaged and work pro­ 
gressed around the clock. 
First sought was copper. One day 
Allen Harman, W. Middle St., then 
eight years old and son of the fore­ 
man. happened to discover some In­ 
teresting defects in the copper rock. 
The golden strains through the rock 
turned out to be “actual gold.” 
Then work at the mine progressed 
even faster. Mercury’ baths were set 
up to pick the gold out of the rock. 
Harman tells of wiping his hand 
across the top of the mercury and 
pulling off a pound of gold at one 
time. Erb used the pound as a pocket 
! 


piece 
Only Hole Remains 


But the mine was doomed to fail­ 
ure. Nothing was ever shipped from 
it, and the company eventually went 
out of busness. A short time after 
i that an engineer from Boston looked 
over the site for another concern. 
He was enthused with what he 
found. But nothing ever came of 
that enthusiasm. 
And so the mine deteriorated The 
buildings slowly rotted away. Later, 
the machinery was sold at sheriff’s 


sale to the Bittinger quarries near 
Cross Keys. 
Now all th at remains is the hole 
in the ground, full of water, the en­ 
trance clogged with tin cans and 
other rubbish dumped there over 
the years. 
The mine was a failure. But it did 
pave the streets of Hunterstown 
with "gold"—until the state highway 
departm ent put blacktop on the 
highways.

COLUMBIA. S. C. Lf — Lander 
Ray Gantt, 31, and Skelton H. 
Gainey, 24, died in the Sate Peni­ 
tentiary electric chair today for 
the bludgeon and shooting murder 
of Robert D. Oliver, Myrtle Beach 
taxicab driver, in July, 1949. 
Gantt went first. He was pro­ 
nounced dead 2 minutes aud 35 
seconds after the electricity was 
turned on. 
Gainey 
was 
pronounced 
dead 
after 3 minutes and 56 seconds. 
Forty-three student nurses from I 
the State Hospital witnessed die 
execution in two shifts. Several 
cried. 
One man fainted after the second 
electrocution and was carried out­ 
side by other witnesses. 
After he was escorted Into the 
electrocution room by guards and 
seated in the chair, Gantt was 
asked if he had any statement. 
Proclaim Innocence 
“We’re innocent of any crime In 
this state,” Gantt said. “God help 
those who persecuted us.” 
Gantt and Gainey maintained th 
Oliver was not killed in South 
Carolina. 
-Gainey, in his statem ent, said: "I 
hope no one in Horry County (site 
of Myrtle Beach! has any hard 
feelings against us. I’ve forgiven 
them .” 
“ I go with Jesus,” he said, and 
recited the first 15 verses of the 
51st Psalm from a Bible held for 
him by the penitentiary chaplain, 
the Rev. Thomas Petty. 
Gantt, from Gastonia, N. C., and 
Gainey, 
from Hartsville, S. 
C., 
were convicted at Conway in July, 
1951, after trial had been postponed 
several times. 
Put Body In Trunk 
Coup t testimony was that they ] 
stuffed Oliver’s body in the trunk 
of his cab and set off on a trip 
across several states. The body 
was found in a roadside ditch near 
Princeton, W. Va., a short time 
after Gantt and Gainey were cap­ 
tured in the cab near Lock Haven, 
Pa. 
The State Supreme Court turned 
down their appeal, and the U. S. 
Supreme Court last month refused I 
to review their case. New evidence 
to prove that the killing took place 
on North Carolina was claimed. 
Gov. Jam es F. Byrnes refused 
Wednesday to commute the death 
sentences 
to life 
imprisonment. 
After a clemency hearing for the 
condemned pair Monday, he or­ 
dered mental tests for them. Phy­ 
sicians reported them “not insane.”
